According' to the 'climate and crop di- 
vision of the weather bureau the north- 
ern end central.- districts jcast. of thu 
Jlocky Mountains hnve ""experienced two 
consecutive weeks of Intense heat,' and 
while the average dally, ttmperuturc ex- 
cess for the past week was not ao quite 
marktd as Jn the previous week in the 
central volleys, it was more so la the 
middle Atlantic coast districts. No seri- 
ously Injurious effects to crops from' this 
period of Intense heat is reported from 
the middle Atlantic States, but from 
Texas, northward to Nebraska, including 
Missouri, Arkansas, and portions. of Illi- 
nois', Kentucky - aud Tennessee, crops 
have suffered to a greater or less extent 
The weather conditions on the X'a'cfuc 
coast and in the- plateau regions . have 
been favorable, although frosts caused 
some Injury In Utuh uud Wyoming. * 

In Kanaas; Missouri, Oklahoma, Texas 
and' Arkansas corn has been seriously 
damaged by intetimi heat' and- drying 
winds, although late corn In Kansas. Ib in 
fair condition. The bulk of the. crop la 
Nebraska nnd Jovm has so far escaped 
Injury, except. in a few . southwestern 
counties lu Nebraska, where ' corn has 
boea slightly Injured, while In southeast- 
ern Iowa !t Is threatened. In'the States 
of the Ohio valley corn has -Buffered no 
Injury from bent, aud has generally made 
good growth, but. continues in need' of 
cultivation In portions of Ohio and West 
Virginia, 

"Winter wheat harvest Is finished* --in 
Kansas, Missouri and in the lower Ohio 
valley, and is in- progress in the morts 
northerly sections, Kalns have Interfer- 
ed with the harvest la portions of Ohio 
and West Virginia, nnd reports of Injury 
by fly continue from the first named 
State, as well as from portions of Peuu- 
Eyivnnln and Now York. On the Pacific 
coast harvest has begun In Oregon and 
wheat Is ripening in Washington. 

In the Dukotas,, Minnesota, Oregon and 
Washington spring wheat continues gen- 
erally in promising condition, although 
arcaa In northern Minnesota hare been 
flooded,. and the crop hns suffered from 
drought in portions of South Dskotn. In 
Iowa the excessive bent has probably Im- 
paired the quality of the crop. by causing 
It to ripen too rapidly. 

The on! crop In tho States of the upper 
Mississippi and Missouri valleys has Buf- 
fered further Injury from Intense heat, 
but In southern Minnesota and portions 
of South Dakota It Is in promising condi- 
tion. In'the Ohio valley und middle At- 
lantic States the crop lias ripened rapid- 
ly under. the high temperaturcB, n fair to 
good yield being indicated for thcse-dls- 
tricti.

1 The fruit Is drying up into little 
brown shells, which will soon fall to 
the ground and dry up to nothing.

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The census otllce hns issued a bulletin 
concerning, the urban population of tho 
country. It shows that 2S,-i 13.1193 peo- 
ple in the United States live In cities aud 
towns of over 4,000 population. This Is 
37.3 per ecnt_6f the entire population, n 
gain or almost 5 per cent since the cen- 
sus of 1800, when the percentage wur 
32.0. 

Compared with the •returns' of 1880 tho' 
report shows a gain In the urban popula- 
tion of the country of more than a third 
In percentage ami of considerably more 
t'hnn double in actuul numbers. 

There were In 1880, 580 places of more 
thnh 4.000 perxoifs ench, with an aggre- 
gate population of 12,030,110, or ,'J&M 
per cent of the then populuLIon. 

About one-half ot the urban population 
ot 1000 was contained In cities of over 
100,000 persons. There were thirty- 
eight of those cities, with a combined 
population of H,20S,317. There are how 
1,158 places of over 4,000 people la tho' 
country, as against 800 In 1800.

It is true that on automobile, in the 
b finds of inexperienced people, ia rather a 
dangerous machine. It has on occasion 
shown a curious tendency to climb trees; 
and it would be anything but agreeable to 
have such a development take place with 
an unconscious person severely injured, re- 
posing in the body of the vehicle. But it 
should be remembered that most automo- 
bile accidents have occurred when people 
without special training in the manage- 
ment of the machines ' were in charge of 
them. For example, a Now York society 
leader on one occasion caused his automo- 
bile to turn rapid BomeiBaults from the 
top to the bottom of a steep and stony- 
hearted hill. The society leader in the 
meantime had left the machine, but fol- 
lowed its example closely, and reached the 
bottom of the hill finally on the back of 
his neck. This, however, was due to bis 
having tried to back the automobile, white 
forgetting tOBhutoff the current impell- 
ing it forward; and, if he had told a yoke 
of oxen to "gee" and "haw" "simultane- 
ously, it fs probable that something would 
have happened. The hospital automobile 
would be in the hands of trained and ex- 
perienced employes, nnd when treated 
well, the machine is as gentle as the horse, 
often advertised, that u woman can drive. 
It has taken some time for the public to 
perceive that humane measures are, in the 
long run, generally the Bafest and cheap- 
est. If there comes a time when for all 
service involving intense nervous strain in 
addition to muscular exertion, or untiring 
and unvarying activity, electricity, steam, 
or some other inanimate agent is employ- 
ed instead of flesh and blood, it will be a 
happy day both for bumnnityand for the 
bruta creation. Where intelligent' and 
sympathetic co-operation are necessary, 
the horse ahould be used for draught pur- 
poses; but where simple power is all that 
is required, electricity and steam can do 
the work quite as well and, aa a rule, 
mora cheaply.

In fact, ho Is , the best customer the 
American butcher has. It Is not the< 
rich people, but the wage earners, thai 
keep'the butcher shops going. It is no 
longer possible, as It was in 1800, under 
Wilson tariff if reo wool,, to; buy a good 
sheep for 50 cents, 'That. day has pass- 
ed, and will come no more as long as 
the .tariff on wool protects the wool 
grower while the tariff on all lines rff 
production makes times good, wages 
high nnd the consuming capacity of' 
70,000,000 people three 'to thirty times 
greater than tlio consuming capacity of 
tho rest of the. people on earth.
